med with infinite ſums of money , but the 
people would not : When the King ſaw that 
he could not prevail, and the Dragon cx» 
peed her allowance, he weeping faid to his 
Daughter thus ; ( taking his leave of her ) 
Now ſhall I never ſee thine efpouſals, and 
many other my hopes I had of thee : Then 
did he aray his Daughter as to her wedding , 
and having imbraced and kiſſed hery ſhe was 
after led forth to the place, and there faſtned 
for a prey to the Dragon, where waiting in 
this exigent for deſtruAion and death, Saint 
George paſſed by, and c{pying this for- 
lorn wight, demandcd the cauſe, when in 
the relation the Dragon makes out, and in- 
tercepts the Story; which Saint George ſeeing, 
molt manfully oppoſetb, and by his valour 
at the firft encounter ſore woundeth, and 
after having him conquered and captived , 
put the Virgins girdle about his neck, and 
with that led him to the City, where the 
people ſlew him.
